1 .  Race-horses  take  their  ages  from  the  1  st  of  January  • 

2.  Catch  weights  are,  each  party  to  appoint  a  person 
to  ride  without  weighing.

3.  The  term  "  winning  horse,"  in  reference  to  those 
liable  to  carry  extra  weight,  or  those  to  be  excluded 
from  any  race,  shall  apply  only  to  winners  of  steeple 
chases  in  any  country  of  20  sov.  or  upwards,  not  in- 
cluding the  winner's  stake,  or  of  some  prize  of  equal 
value;  and  not  to  the  winners  of  hurdle  races,  flat  races, 
or  matches  of  any  kind. 

4.  A  maiden  horse  or  mare  is  considered  one  that 
has  never  won  a  "  steeple  chase  "  in  any  country  of 
the  value  of  20  sov.  or  upwards,  not  including  the 
winner's  stake;  and  a  horse  that  has  never  started  is 
one  that  has  never  started  for  a  "  steeple  chase  "  in  any 
country  of  the  value  of  20  sov.  or  upwards,  not  in- 
cluding the  winner's  stake. 

5.  A  plate  is  any  prize  given  to  be  run  for,  without    piates. 
any  stake  being  made  by  &e  owners  of  the  horses  to 

go  to  the  winner. 

6.  For  a  plate,  no  person  can  run,  either  in  his  own 
name  or  in  that  of  any  other  person,  two  horses  of 
which  he  is  wholly  or  in  part  owner,  unless  permitted 
to  do  so  by  a  special  clause  in  the  conditions. 

7.  Where  a  stake  is  deposited  by  the  owners  of  the   Sweepstakes, 
horses,  which  is  to  go  to  the  winner,  such  race  is  a 
sweepstakes,  and  if  an  additional  sum  of  money,  cup, 

piece  of  plate,  or  other  reward  be  offered  to  the  winner, 
the  race  is  still  a  sweepstakes,  though  such  addition 
should  be  denominated  a  plate  by  the  donor. 

Three  subscribers  make  a  sweepstakes,  and  if  a  stake 
have  the  required  number  of  subscribers  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  time  of  closing,  and  the  number  be  frfter-

wards  reduced  by  death  (or,  in  the  case  of  a  produce 
stake,  by  failure  of  produce),  the  race  is  not  Yoid  as 
long  as  there  are  two  horses  left,  the  property  of  dif- 
ferent persons,  and  if  the  number  be  reduced  to  two  it 
is  still  a  sweepstakes. 

8.  For  a  post  match  or  sweepstakes  each  subscriber 
names  two  or  more  horses  of  the  proper  age,  but  cin 
only  ran  one,  unless  a  greater  number  is  allowed  l»y 
the  conditions  of  the  race. 

9.  When  any  match  or  sweepstakes  shall  be  made 
and  no  weight  mentioned,  the  horses  shall  carry  1 2st  7ll5 
each,  and  if  any  weight  is  given  the  highest  weight 
shall  be  12st  71b. 

10.  When  any  match  or  sweepstakes  shall  be  made 
and  no  Course  mentioned,  the  Course  shall  be  that 
which  is  usually  run  by  horses  of  the  same  age  as  tlio^o 
engaged,  viz: 

If  four  ;yTS  old,  two  miles  and  a  half. 

If  five  yrs  old,  three  miles. 

If  six  yrs  old  or  upwards,  four  miles. 
And  if  the  horses  should  be  of  different  ages,  the  Course 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  age  of  the  youngest. 

No  steeple  chase  shall  be  of  less  distance  than  two 
miles. 

11.  If  no  day  be  mentionedfor  a  race  it  shall  be  run 
on  the  last  day  of  the  meeting,  unless  otherwise  agreed 
by  all  the  subscribers. 

As  to  Nominations, 

12.  In  nominating  a  horse,  gelding,  or  mare  the  first 
time  for  a  steeple  chase,  its  full  pedigree  must  be  given, 
if  known,  otherwise  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  state  its 
age,  colour,  and  the  name  in  which  it  has  and  is  here- 
after to  run,  together  with  such  description  as  will 
distinguish  the  animal  from  any  other  running  in  a 
similar  name,  either  in  flat  races,  hurdle  races,  or 
steeple  chases. 

13.  Should  the  name  of  any  horse  be  changed  after 
having  been  once  entered  in  either  a  flat  race,  hurdle 
race  or  steeple  chase,  it  shall  be  necessary  in  all  sub- 
sequent entries  to  state  his  original  name,  as  well  as 
any  other  names  under  which  he  may  previously  have 
been  entered,  until  it  has  been  duly  registered  in  the 
book  of  Steeple  Chases  Past. 

14.  In  naming  for  a  race  in  which  horses  of  different 
ages  are  admitted,  the  age  of  the  horse  named  must 
be  mentioned. 
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No  horse  mill  he  allowed  to  run  vnder  four  years  of 
age. 

15.  No  horse  foaled  out  of  the  United  Kingdom  shall  Komination 
nm  for  any  race  until  his  owner  has  produced  a  cer-  of      foreign 
tificate  of  some  Kacing  club  of  the  country  where  the  '^°'^®^* 
horse  was  foaled,  or  tmm  the  Mayor  or  other  public 

officer  of  the  district,  stating  the  age,  pedigree,  and 
colour  of  the  horse,  and  the  marks  by  which  it  is  dis- 
tinguished; and  also  a  certificate  of  the  horse's  age, 
signed  by  a  Veterinary  Surgeon,  being  a  Member  of 
the  Royal  Ck)llege  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  or  holding 
the  Highland  and  Agricultural  Society's  Diploma. 
Such  person  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Stewards,  and 
the  said  certificates  to  be  lodged  at  Messrs  Weatherby's 
office  in  London. 

No  horse,  though  foaled  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
which  has  been  exported  before  running  in  any  public 
race,  and  is  afterwards  brought  into  this  country  to 
nm,  shall  be  qualified  to  start  until  the  owner  or 
person  in  charge  of  the  horse  lias  produced  a  certifi- 
cate of  h\s  age,  signed  as  above. 

The.production  of  these  certificates  shall  not  pre- 
clude tne  Stewards  from  ordering  an  examination  of 
the  horse's  month  by  a  Veterinary  Surgeon  appointed 
by  themselves,  as  provided  in  Bule  70,  if  they  shall 
see  reason  for  so  doing. 

16.  If  any  horse,  &c.   shall  be  named  or  entered  Incorrect  or 
without  being  identified  as  before  directed,  he  shall  ^^jjf^*  ^ 
not  be  allowed  to  start  in  the  race,  but  his  owner  shall  diaSS^^S.- 
be  liable  to  pay  the  forfeit,  or,  if  a  play  or  pay  race,  tion.

17.  If  a  horse  should  fraudulently  run,  or  be  entered  Fraudulent 
to  run,  for  any  race  by  a  false  description,  such  horse  ^^^*  ^ds- 
is  thenceforth  disqualified  for  nmning  in  any  race ;  and  q|u^ification* 
the  owner  shall  be  compelled  to  return  any  sum  of 

money  won  in  plates,  matches,  or  sweepstakes  (whether 
handicap  or  not)  which  the  said  horse  may  have  won. 
When  a  horse  has  been  struck  out  of  an  engage- 
ment by  the  person  legally  entitled  to  do  so,  if  the 
horse  be  permitted  to  start  by  mistake  for  the  said 
engagement,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  the  prize 
though  he  come  in  first,  and  if  he  have  been  allowed 
to  start  in  consequence  of  fraud  or  misrepresentation 
on  the  part  of  the  owner  or  other  person  having  charge 
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of  the  horse,  that  person  shall  not  be  allowed  to  nm 
any  horse  where  these  roles  are  in  force,  and  the  horse 
shall  be  disqualified  from  running  for  any  public  race 
thereafter.

IS.  In  naming  or  entering  for  any  race  where  there 
shall  be  any  particular  conations  required  as  a  quali- 
fication to  start,  it  shall  be  sufficient  rf  the  horse  were 
qualified  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed  for 
naming  or  entering,  and  he  shall  not  be  disqualified 
by  anything  which  may  happen  after  the  expiration  of 
that  time,  unless  so  specified  in  the  article;  or  unless 
he  become  disqualified,  under  the  rules*  relating  to 
defaulters. 

There  shall  be  no  restriction  with  rega/rd  to 
training  stables  in  the  conditions  of  any  race, 

19.  No  person  who  has  once  subscribed  to  a  stake 
shall  be  allowed  to  withdraw  his  name,  and  no  nomi- 
nation shall  be  altered  in  any  respect  after  the  time  of 
closing,  without  the  consent  of  all  the  parties  in  the  race. 

20.  When  a  perscoi  takes  a  nomination  for  a  stake  in 
which  the  forfeit  is  to  be  declared  by  a  particular  time, 
and  does  not  declare  forfeit  by  tiie  time  fixed  in  the 
article,  he  shall  thenceforth  be  considered  to  hare 
taken  the  engagement  on  himself,  and  his  name  shall 
be  substitute  for  that  of  the  original  subscriber. 

21.  Every  person  who  wishes  to  engage  his  horses 
in  any  other  name  than  his  own  must  assume  some 
one  other  name,  which  must  be  registered  awMuilly  at 
Messrs  Weatherby's  Office:  a  fee  of  five  guineas  vto 
the  Grand  National  Hunt  Fund  must  be  paid  at 
each  time  of  registration,  and  he  must  run  in  that 
name  only.

36.  When  a  horse  is  sold  with  his  engagements,  or 
any  part  of  them,  the  seller  has  not  the  power  of 
striking  the  horse  out  of  the  engagements  with  which 
he  is  sold;  but  as  the  original  sidiscriber  remains  liable 
to  the  respective  winners  for  the  amount  of  the  forfeits 
in  each  of  these  engagements,  he  may,  if  compelled  to 
pay  them  by  the  purchaser's  defiinlt,  ];^iace  the  forfeit 
on  the  Forfeit  list  in  the  usual  manner,  as  dn.e  fnnn 
the  purchaser  to  himself;  and  until  this  forfeit  is  re- 
paid, both  the  purchaser  and  the  horse  remain  under 
tiie  same  disabilities  as  if  the  purchaser  had  been  the 
original  subscriber. 

£i  all  cases  of  sale  by  private  treaty,  the  written 
acknowledgment  of  both  parties  that  the  horse  was  sold 
with  the  engagement  is  necessary  to  entitle  either  buyer 
or  seller  to  the  benefit  of  this  rule;  but  when  the  hoarse 
is  sold  by  public  auction  the  advertised  conditions  of  the 
sale  are  sufficient  evidence,  and  if  he  has  been  claimed 
as  the  winner  of  a  race  of  which  it  was  a  condition  that 
the  winner  was  to  be  sold  with  his  engagements,  this 
also  is  sufficient. 


37.  When  a  person  has  a  horse  engaged  in  the  name 
of  another  person,  and  is  entitled  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise to  start  the  horse  for  such  engagement,  but  is  pre- 
vented by  any  of  the  preceding  laws  from  starting  his 
horse  widiout  previously  paying  up  forfeits  to  which  he 
is  not  otherwise  liable,  he  may,  if  he  pay  these  for- 
feits, start  his  horse  and  have  the  forfeits,  with  the 
names  of  the  horses  for  which  they  are  due,  placed  on 
the  Forfeit  List  in  the  usual  manner  as  due  to  himself.

38.  The  name  of  every  horse  intended  to  start  mnst 
be  notified  to  the  Clerl.  of  the  Scales,  and  his  number 
be  exhibited  one  quarter  of  an  hour  before  the  race,  and 
if  any  alteration  be  made  in  the  nnmbers  after  they 
haye  been  exhibited,  the  Stewards  may  call  upon  ^e 
owner  or  trainer  for  an  explanation.  If  this  ifi  not

39.  Jockeys  are  required  to  weigh  at  the  usual  place  J**  weigh  be- 
of  weigbingf  beforelie  mce,  nndir  a  penalty  n<rt  ex-  JS^^f*" 
eeeding  10/.,  unless  excused  by  the  Stewards  for  some 

special  reason,  when  the  fact  must  be  notified  to  the 
Ckrk  of  die  Scales;  and  every  rider  is,  immediately 
after  the  race,  to  ride  his  horse  to  the  usual  place  of 
weighing,  then  and  there  to  alight,  and  not  before,  and 
he  is  forbidden  to  touch  ipything  beyond  his  own  equip- 
ments after  the  race  is  over,  until  he  has  been  weighed  ^ 
and  passed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Scales,  under  the  penalty 
of  disqualification,  unless  he  can  allege  extraordinary

of  the  second  horse  as  to  the  prior  claim  of  any  beaten 
horse  under  Rule  61.    If  the  terms  prescribed  for  a 
selling  race  be  that  the  winner  shall  be  offered  by 
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auction,  and  there  be  no  additional  stipulation  that 
the  moietj  of  the  surplus  shall  be  paid  to  the  o^vner 
of  the  second  horse,  all  the  horses  rnnning  for  such 
selling  race  shall  be  disqualified  for  being  entered,  or 
for  running  where  the  Grand  National  Steeple  Chase 
Rules  are  in  force. 

61.  Any  horse  running  for  a  celling  stake  or  plate  is 
liable  to  be  clauned  by  the  owner  of  any  other  horse  in 
the  race  for  the  price  for  which  he  is  entered  to  be  sold, 
and  the  amount  of  the  stake — ^the  owner  of  the  second 
horse  to  be  first  entitled  to  claim,  and  the  others  in  the 
order  in  which  their  horses  are  placed,  and  the  winner 
to  have  the  last  claim. 

Horses  running  for  a  race  which  is  excepted  by 
special  conditions  from  the  operation  of  this  role,  are 
not  qualified  to  be  entered  for  a  handicap  at  any  meet- 
ing professed  to  be  under  the  Grand  National  Bules. 

62.  No  person  can  claim  more  than  one  horse  in  the 
same  race. 

63.  If  two  or  more  persons  equally  entitled  wish  to 
clidm,  they  shall  draw  lots  for  the  priority. 

Extra  Weight  and  Allowances. 

64.  When  it  is  a  condition  of  any  race  that  horses 
shall  carry  extra  weight  for  winning  a  certain  number 
of  prizes  during  the  year,  or  be  allowed  weight  for 
having  been  beaten  a  certain  number  of  times  during 
the  year,  such  winnings  and  losings  shall  date  from  the 
1st  of  October  preceding,  and  shall  extend  to  the  time 
of  starting  unless  otherwise  specified. 

A  horse  which  is  entitled  to  an  allowance  of  weight 
is  disqualified  in  the  event  of  his  jockey  neglecting 
to  avail  himself  of-  that  allowance  without  making 
a  declaration  of  carrying  over-weight. 

65.  Extra  weights  and  allowances  are  not  accumu- 
lative, unless  so  specified  in  the  conditions. 

66.  Horses  do  not  carry  extra  weight  for  winning  a 
match,  and  are  not  entitled  to  allowance  for  having 
been  beaten  ^in  a  match. 

The  winner  of  a  private  handicap  race  shall  be 
exempted  from  the  penalty  of  carrying  extra  weights 
in  all  public  handicaps,  the  terms  of  which  impose  on 
winners  of  handicaps  certain  penalties  for  winning 
after  a  specified  date. 

Note. — ^By  a  private  handicap  is  meant  one  in 
which  the  weights  are  agreed  upon  among  the  par- 
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ties  to  it,  and  which  has  not  been  pnbliclj  adyertised 
preyioos  to  the  engagement  being  made. 

Winners  of  hnrdle  races  are  not  considered  winners 
in  steeple  chasing. 

67.  In  races  for  Gentlemen  riders  there  shall  be 
no  penalties  an  Qentlemen  having  ridden  winners  or 
allowances  for  never  ha/ving  won. 

68.  A  horse  walking  over  or  receiving  forfeit,  except 
for  a  match,  is  deemed  a  winner. 

69.  In  estimating  the  valne  of  anyprize  no  deduction  Value 
shall  be  made,  except  of  the  winner's  own  stake  and  prizes, 
of  any  sum  or  sums  required  by  the  conditions  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  stakes  to  the  owners  of  any  other  horse 
or  horses  in  the  race — ^the  entrance  for  a  plate  not  to 
be  deducted.  And  every  prize,  not  in  specie,  shall  be 
estimated  at  its  advertised  value  in  sovereigns,  and  if 
sach  value  is  not  designated  it  shall  be  t&en  at  the 
cost  price. 

Objections  to  Qualification^  ^c. 

70.  When  the  age  or  qualification  of  a  horse  is  ob- 
jected to,  either  before  or  after  running  for  any  race, 
the  Stewards,  or  those  whom  they  may  appoint,  shall 
have  power  to  order  an  examination  of  the  horse's 
mouth  by  competent  persons,  and  to  call  for  all  such 
evidence,  as  they  may  require,  and  their  decision  shall 
be  final,  unless  they  shall  sanction  the  removal  of  the 
question  in  dispute  into  a  Court  of  Law. 

Any  person  requiring  a  horse's  mouth  to  be  examined 
must  pay  the  expense  of  such  examination,  unless  the 
horse  is  proved  to  be  of  the  wrong  age,  in  which  case 
such  expense  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  the  said  hcHrse. 

71.  When  the  qualification  of  any  horse  is  objected  When  com- 
to  before  starting  for  the  race  he  is  engaged  in,  the  j^^Jj  °^^** 
owner  must  produce  proof  of  his  qualification  to  the   "®       ®' 
Stewards  or  Clerk  of  the  Course,  and  if  the  owner 

shall  start  his  horse  without  so  doing,  the  prize  shall 
be  withheld  for  a  period,  to  be  fixed  on  hj  the  Stew- 
ards, at  the  expiration  of  which  time,  if  the  quaU- 
fication  be  not  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Stewards,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  prize  though 
his  horse  should  have  come  in  first,  but  it  shall  be 
given  to  the  owner  of  the  second  horse.  When  the 
qualification  of  a  horse  is  objected  to  after  the  race, 
the  person  making  the  objection  must  prove  the  dis- 
qualification. The  objector  shall  at  the  time  he  makes 
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his  objection  deposit  in  tlie  hands  (^  the  Clerk  of  the 
Course  the  sum  of  5  sov.,  which  shall  be  returned  if 
the  Stewards  decide  the  objection  to  be  simply  valid 
or  invalid;  but  i|  their  decision  shall  be  that  the  ob- 
jection is  frivolous  or  yexations,  the  money  shall  be 
forfeited  to  the  Bentinck  Fund. 

As  it  is  expedient  that  there  should  be  a  statute  of 
limitations  with  respect  to  the  time  of  lodging  objec- 
tions against  winning  horses^  no  complaints  can  be 
entertained  after  the  conclusion  of  the  Race  Meeting, 
sav^e  and  except  charges  of  fraudulent  entry  or  of  run- 
ning horses  under  a  false  description,  which  may  be 
investigated  at  any  period  within  one  year  from  the 
date  of  the  offence. 

Presents  to         72.  If  it  can  be  proved  against  any  person  that  he 

Judge,  Star-   jji^g  offered,  money  before  or  after  a  race  to  any  Judge, 

^p"^^  starter,  or  Hand&apper.  or  prombed  any  part  ofdie 

allowed.  stake  or  prize,  or  any  share  or  part  of  a  bet,  he  shall 

be  warned  off  all  Courses  where  these  Rules  are  in 

force ;    and  any    Judge,    Starter,   or    Handicapper 

who  shall,  before  or  after  a  race,  demand  or  receive 

money  of  any  person,  shall  be  warned  off  all  Comsses 

where  these  Rules  are  in  force. 

73.  Any  rider  in  a  steeple  chase  where  the  groimd 
is  not  flagged  out,  going  upwards  of  one  hundred  yards 
on  any  high  road,  lane,  or  public  thoroughfare,  will 
disqualify  his  horse  from  winning,  aithou^  he  ^onld 
come  in  first. 

74.  Any  rider  in  a  steeple  chase  where  the  ground 
is  not  flagged  out,  opening  any  gate  or  wicket,  or 
passing  thiou^  any  gateway  or  common  passage  from 
one  enclosure  to  another,  will  disqualify  his  horse 
from  winning,  although  he  should  come  in  first. 

Remonnttng.  75.  Any  horse  getting  away  from  his  rider  may 
be  remounted  in  any  part  of  the  same  field  or  enclo- 
sure in  which  the  occurrence  took  place;  but  should 
such  horse  not  be  caught  until  he  shall  have  entered 
another  field,  then  he  shall  be  ridden  or  brought 
•  back  to  the  one  in  which  he  parted  from  his  rider. 
Any  jockey  so  losing  his  horse  may  be  assisted  in 
catching  him  and  remounting  him  without  risk  of 
disqualification;  and  in  the  event  of  a  rider  being 
disabled,  his  horse  may  be  ridden  home  by  any  person 
of  sufficient  weight;  provided  he  be  qualified  accord- 
ing to  the  conditions  of  the  race.  No  penalty  shall 
be  exacted  for  carrying  over-weight  in  this  instance. 
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7d.  Should  the  weather  or  ground  be  in  a  donbtful  Posfcpone- 
state  for  mnning,  it  shall  be  left  entirely  to  the  ™®'^*°' 
Stewards,  who  may  order  the  chase  to  be  postponed  for 
any  time  not  later  than  the  week  following  that  for 
wmch  it  was  originally  fixed;  and  all  nominations 
and  snbseriptions  shall  stanc^  good,  the  same  as  if  the 
chase  had'  taken  place  on  the  &j  originally  fixed. 

77.  If  any  flag,  post,  or  boundary  mark  be  placed    pi&g  marks, 
in  the  course — ^no  matter  by  whose  order — after  the 

liders  have  been  shown  over  the  ground,  or  had  the 
line  of  country  pointed  out  or  explained  to  them,  it 
shall  not  be  considered  binding  or  of  any  effect  unless 
such  alteration  or  addition  shall  have  been  particu- 
larly named  previous  to  starting,  to  all  the  jockeys 
abovt  to  ride  in  the  race,  by  one  of  the  Stewards, 
Clerk  of  the  Course,  or  by  their  representatives. 

78.  If  a  horse  refuse  any  fence  in  a  steeple  chase, 
and  it  can  be  proved  to  the  aatisfiiction  of  the  Stewards 
that  he  has  been  led  over  a  fence  by  any  of  the  by- 
standers, or  has  been  given  a  lead  over  one  by  any 
horseman  not  riding  in  the  race,  the  horse  shall  be 
disqualified  from  winning,  although  he  should  come 
in  first. 

79.  In  all  hunters'  stakes  a  certificate  from  a  Mas-    Hunters' 
ter  of  Hounds  shaU  be  required,  and  it  shall  be  signed   oertifioateg. 
by  a  Master  of  Fox-hounds  or  Stag-hounds,  or  by  two 
gentlemen  appointed  by  him,  who  hunt  regularly  with 

his  hounds,  and  it  shidl  be  lodged  at  Messrs  Wea- 
therby*soflice  a  clear  meek  before  the  race  in  which  the 
horse  is  intended  to  run,  so  as  to  admit  of  their  bein^ 
registered  and  published  in  the  Calendar,  with  the 
ruume  of  the  Oentleman  who  signed.  A  fresh  cer- 
tifioate  shall  be  reqvAred  after  the  \gt  of  January  in 
each  year,  so  that  horses  running  in  Hunters*  races 
up  to  the  31  st  of  December,  may  be  qualified  by  cer- 
tificates of  tJic  season  finishing  in  the  spring  of  the 
game  year.  A  fee  of  2s.  6d.  to  be  charged  far  regis- 
tration.

Hunters*  80.  No  Tiorse  will  he  allowed  to  'run  for  n.  hv/nter^ 

quaUflcation   ^.^^^    which    has  been    charged    Race-horse    Duty 
during  th>e preceding  twelve  calendar  motUhs. 

81.  The  Judge  and  Starter  cannot  employ  snbsti- 
tates  without  the  consent  of  the  Stewards,  or  their 
substitutes.  A  contested  race  cannot  be  decided  if 
the  Judge  have  vacated  his  box,  unless  a  Steward,  or 
an  official  person  duly  authorised,  occupy  it.  A 
stranger  cannot  start  the  horses  without  the  consent 
of  the  Stewards,  or  their  substitutes;  in  the  event  of 
a  violation  of  this  rule,  the  heat  is  nullified  and  the 
race  must  be  run  over  again  without  going  to  the 
scales. 

82.  In  all  steeple-chases  advertised  for  Gentlemen 
riders,  the  following  qualifications  will  be  necessary. 
That  the  riders  should  be  Members  of  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing Clubs:  The  Jockey  Club,  Croxton  Fark^ 
Bibury,  and  Brighton  Kace  Clubs,  the  New  Ilooms^ 
or  Coffee  Boom  at  Newmarket,  the  Jockey  Clubs  of 
Paris,  Berlin,  and  Vienna,  the  Army  and  Navy^ 
Arthur's,  Turf,  Boodle's,  Brookes's,  Carlton,  Ju- 
nior Carlton,  Guards',  Pratt's,  Egerton  Pratt*s,  the 
Beform,  Travellers',  United  Service,  Junior  United 
Service,  White's,  the  Conservative,  the  Oxford  and 
Cambridge,  the  Naval  and  Military,  the  Oriental,  or 
the  Arlington,  the  Kildare-street  or  Sackville  Street 
Clubs  in  Dublin,  the  Western  Meeting,  Ayr,  or  the 
New  Club,  Edinbro';  or  that  they  should  be  Officers 
on  full-pay  in  the  Army  or  Navy,  or  persons  holding* 
commissions  under  the  Crown,  or  bearing  titles  in 
their  own  right,  or  by  courtesy. 

Persons  not  qualified  as  above,  who  wish  to  ride 
as  Gentlemen  riders,  may  send  in  their  names  to  Messrs 
Weatherby's  office,  proposed  and  seconded  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee,  and  the  Committee  will  meet 
for  the  purpose  of  balloting  at  different  times  during  the 
year,  and  each  person  freshly  elected  will  be  charged 
1  guinea  to  go  to  the  Grand  Natwnal  Hunt  Fund. 

But  should  any  person  who  has  been  elected  as  a  Gen- 
tleman rider  subsequently  ride  as  a  jockey,  he  shall 
thenceforth  be  disqualified  as  a  Gentleman  rider. 

If  any  member  of  the  Grand  National  Steeple  Chase 
Conmiittee,  or  any  gentleman  elected  as  qualified  to 
ride,  should  appear  in  the  published  Forfeit  List  as 
a  defaulter  for  stakes  or  forfeits,  or  be  reported  by  the 
Committee  of  the  Subscription  Booms  at  Newmarket 
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or  at  Messrs  TattersalFs,  as  being  a  defaulter  for  bets 
lost  on  horse  racing,  the  Committee  eiiall  cause  notice 
to  be  sent  to  him  that  if  his  default  be  not  cleared  by 
a  time  to  be  stated  in  the  said  notice  (not  to  exceed 
three  months)  his  name  will  be  erased  from  the  list 
of  Members,  or  of  Gentlemen  qualified  to  ride ;  and  if  a 
member  should  be  convicted  of  fraudulent  practices 
on  the  turf,  or  should  compound  with  his  creditors, 
he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  CommitteOi  and 
to  be  qualified  to  ride. 
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All  Members  to  pay  on  the  1st  of  Hay  an  annual  subscription 
of  5  SOT.  to  the  Fand.

[The  Committee  recommend  that  Clerks  of  Courses 
Ahould  write  to  each  of  their  appointed  Stewards,  seven 
clear  days  before  each  meeting,  requesting  their  at- 
tendance, or  the  appointment  of  substitutes  to  act  as 
Stewards,  should  they  themselves  be  unable  to  attend.] 

84.  Any  alteration  in,  or  addition  to,  the  Rules  of 
Racing  shall,  as  far  as  applicable  to  Steeple  Chasing, 
be  at  once  incorporated  in  these  rules.     ' 

85.  No  horse  running  at  a  meeting  in  Great  Britain 
not  advertised  to  be  mider  the  National  Hunt  Rales, 
will  be  allowed  to  run  at  any  meeting  where  the  Grand 
National  Rules  are  in  force. 


HUEDLE  RACES. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Grand  National  Committee  held  on 
December  14th,  1867,  it  was  resolved  that  at  Race  Meetings 
where  Hurdle  Races  are  advertised  to  be  run  under  the  Grand 
National  Steeple  Chase  Rules,  these  rules  shall  all  be  applica- 
ble to  Hurdle  Races,  the  following  being  substituted  for 
Rules  numbers  3  and  4,  and  the  last  paragraphs  of  10  and  14. 

The  term  "  winning  horse,"  with  reference  to  those  liable 
to  carry  extra  weight,  or  to  be  excluded  from  any  race,  shall 
apply  only  to  winners  of  Hurdle  Races  value  201.  and  up- 
wards, not  including  the  winner's  own  stake. 

A  maiden  horse  is  one  that  has  never  won  a  hurdle  race  in 
any  country  of  the  value  of  20Z.,  not  including  the  winner's 
own  stake. 

No  three  yrs  old  can  run  for  any  hurdle  race  before  the 
\st  of  September, 

No  Hurdle  Race  shall  be  of  less  than  one  mile  and  a  half  in 

extent,  or  over  less  than  six  flights  of  hurdles,  and  in  all 

longer  races  there  shall  be  an  additional  flight  of  hnrdles  ^'' 

each  quarter  of  a  mile  or  part  of  one.

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HUNTERS*  RACES  ON  THE  FLAT. 


The  Grand  National  Steeple  Chase  Rales  for  Hnnters' 
Races  on  the  flat  are  the  same  as  for  Steeple  chases,  with  the 
following  exceptional  and  additional  Roles — 

1.  Horses  in  hunters'  races  must  be  ridden  by  persons  who 
have  never  ridden  for  hire. 

2.  No  horse  to  carry  less  than  1 1st. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  following  as  a  scale  of 
weight-for-age,  two  miles: 

From  the  1st  of  Jannary  to  the  30th  of  Jnne,  inclusive: 

4  yrs  5  yrs  6  and  aged 

llstrib  I2stm  12st7m 

From  the  1st  of  Jnly  to  the  3lstof  December,  indnsive:

3.  For  hunters'  races  on  the  flat  the  term  "  winning  horse," 
shall  apply  to  winners  of  flat  races,  steeple  chases,  or  hurdle 
races  in  any  country  of  20  sov.  value  or  upwards,  and  maiden 
horses  are  those  that  never  won  a  flat  race,  steeple  chase,  or 
hurdle  race  value  20  sov.  in  any  country.
